REMARKS

A Notice of Allowance was issued on May 5, 2003 in the parent application (Serial No. 
09/624,847) to the present application, allowing claims 1-17 and 22-32. 

Applicants respectfully assert that originally filed claims 18-21 and newly added claims 
33-37 are allowable over prior art. The concept of acquiring metrology data relating to 
processing of a semiconductor wafer in said processing tool, assessing from a reference library 
comprising optical data relating to a poly-silicon formation on a semiconductor wafer, 
comparing said metrology data to data from said reference library, and performing a fault- 
detection analysis in response to the comparison, which are called for by independent claims 18, 
33, and 35 are novel over prior art. Accordingly, claims 18 (as amended), 33 and 35 are 
allowable. Additionally, dependent claims 19-21 (as amended) and claim 34, which depend from 
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claim 33 and dependent claims 36-37, which depend from claim 35 are also allowable for at least 
the reasons cited above. Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 18-21 and 33-37 
are in condition for allowance and Applicants respectfully request a Notice of Allowance.
